Tratns Plow Through Water. 

or the first time since the tornado 
of 1896, the water reached the Frisco 
tracks between Cheltenham and Howard 
Station. Trains entering the city from 
the west plowed for a mile slowly 
through water which threatened to put 
out the fires in the engines. 

Nine men who attempted to drivea 
handcar Over the flooded tracks were 
unable to propel the car through the 
water, and had to abandon it and walk 
through water waist-deep to higher 
ground on Manchester avenue. 

Mrs. Mary Majors, colored. 
4-months-old baby, awoke at 7 a. m. in 
their home, near the foot of Ellendale 
avenue, to find the rooms flooded and 
escape cut off. They were rescued later 
by the Mounted District police, who 
went after her with a boat. The craft 
capsized, and the occupants were 
thrown into the water.’ Woman and 
baby were thoroughly soaked, Her hus- 
band had left the house to go to work 
before the water was high enough to 
appear dangerous.

Policemen rescued the family of John 
Bowes, living at the foot of Hermitage 
avenue, in Ellendale, after the flood had 
nearly filled their home. Mrs. Bowes 
was standing in four feet of water. 
holding her infant out of the water, 
when she was found by the policemen. 

At the foot of Ellendale avenue, in 
the same neighborhood, the Baker. 
Ressler, Williams and Gertins families, 
living in one and two story frame 
houses, were driven Yrom their beds by 
the entering water. Some fled to high- 
er grounds, others to the roofs of their 
houses, where they sat, those who had 
revotvers firing them as signals 
help. 

All were rescued by the police 
neighbors living on higher ground. 

On Sulphur avenue, near River Des 
Peres, the Bowman and Gray families 
were driven from their flooded homes. 

Passengers on a suburban train of the 
Frisco. running slowly through several! 
inches of water, saw three boys ma- 
rooned on a high pile of drain pipe near 
Howard's. The rising water made the 
pyramid of safety shaky, and before 
the train had passed out of sight it 
collapsed, and the boys had to swim 
for the nearest promontory, another 
pile of pipe, two helping a third, who 
was a poor swimmer. 

The Suburban electric line was 
terrupted, but managed to keep 
running on its Maplewood division. 

Manchester Road Millrace.

There were probably 260 people in the 
houses in the track of the storm. Be- 
cause it was a stormy evening and near 
bedtime nearly everybody was at home. 

When it was seen Wednesday morn- 
ing how complete the destruction of the 
houses had been it was considered mar- 
velous that a greater number had not 
been killed or injured. 

The north-bound. Clover Leaf Train 
came within two minutes of being 


struck by the storm. It arrived just 
after the storm cloud had passed and 
after stopping at the station proceeded 
on its way, the crew not knowing that 
the town had been struck. 


Work of Rescue. 


It was fifteen or twenty minutes be- 
fore it became generally known through 
the town that a disaster had occurred. 
Only those living nearest to the path 
of the storm knew it at first. 

As soon as the extent of the calamity 
was appreciated the work of rescue was 
begun vigorously. Mary were found 
pinioned under wreckage. They were 
taken out and carried to a schoolhouse 
near by, which served asa temporary 
hospital. Others were taken to the 
homes of relatives. 


Mrs. I. J. May, who is not expected to 
recover, was taken unconscious from 
under timbers. 


The storm struck so suddenly that no- 
hody had time to seek safety in cellars. 
The destruction was done in a couple 
of minutes. In other parts of the town, 
including the business section, the storm 
was not thought to be of very unusual 
severity. 

The storm approached from the south- 
west and swept through the main resi- 
dence portion of the town. It was so 
violent that not a building remained 
standing in its path. Some were so com- 
pletely scattered that no trace of them 
could be found, nothing remaining but 
the foundations. Others, more strong- 
ly built, held together, but were blown 
from 300 to 4 yards fram their founda- 
t-on. Ps 

The four killed were in their homes in 
different parts of the town. All were 
so badly crushed by flying timbers that 
death ts supposed to have been Instan- 
taneous.

With bunches of hay, hundreds of fish 
and a variety of World's Fair debris 
washed down from the upper end of the 
river. The main section of Forest Park 
looks like a wreck. 

The fish in Forest Park are the prop- 
erty of the State Commission and are 
cultivated for general distribution.

GRAFTON STREET. 


The little village of Grafton, 16 miles 
above Alton, is wondering Wednesday 


how it survives after the cloudburst 
that dropped on it Tuesday midfiight.

FROM TRAIN SERVICE. 


Steamboats furnish the only traffic 
communication between Alton and St. 
Louis Wednesday morning. The over- 


flowing of Wood River, small and un- 
important ordinarily, has washed out 
railroad embankments south and east 
of Alton, and every line is tled up. 

The washouts occurred two miles 
from the city in the lowlands on the St.

Wouldn’t Be “Hollered” At. 


“We were rehearsing the entrance of 
the Queen scene,” deposes Miss Leigh- 
ton. “and Miss O'Connell had made a 
mistake. Mr. Jones mgde her repeat 
her part two or three times, when thy 
young lady spoke up, addressing Mr. 
Jones, and said, ‘Every time there is a 
mistake made you make it your busi- 
ness to holler at me. I'm getting tired 
of it and won't work for you five min- 
utes longer,’ calling the stage mana- 
er names.’’ 

pg Leighton denies that Mr. Jones 
struck Miss O'Connell or laid hands on 
her. She admits that Mr. Jones at 
times swore at the members of the 
chorus, but avers that all the stage 
managers she ever worked for did that. 

Miss Ida Bruegel of 3006 Indiana ave- 
nue, another member of the chorys, 
says in her deposition, among other 
things, that she does not approve of the 
stage manager's swearing at the girls in 
the chorus, but thinks they sometimes 
deserve a “calling down.”

' In His Book Which the French Academie Crowned, He Describes the “Immen- 
sities” of America and Devotes a Chapter to This City.

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BBE FELIX KLEIN, 
A in the Catholic University § at 

Paris, came to St. Louis before the 
World's Fair and has book 
on his American impressions. Under 
the tithe, “Au Pays de la Vie Intense” 
the book ran into seven editions in 
France, was crowned oy the French 
Academie and awarded a prize of 100 
francs. He transiated che book into 
English—of the purest—himself, and A. 
©. McClurg & Co. have published it for 
American readers under the title “In 
the Land of the Strenuous Life.” It 
a delightful, childish narrative of 
simple priest's great excursion to 
unknown. He ‘was a great admirer of 
America before he came; he strengtnh- 
ened that admiration here for—he says 
in the preface to the American edition— 
“T met only honest men and saw the 
best of everything." He naively deens 
this unfortunate and tooks forward to 
@ return visit when he may see some- 
thing of the other sort. Below is his 
chapter on St, Louis, eliminating por- 
tions relating to the World's Fair not 
then worthy of being seen and some 
historical reflections:

To this I ob- 
jected strongly, being more desirious of 
avoiding indiscretion and of seeing a 
little of the city than of remaining in 
such interesting company. But with ex- 
quisite tact the Archbishop gave me to 
understand that the indiscretion woui 
be in.refusing; and he added that all 
I wished to see would be shown me as 
well by himself as by any other guide. 
No one gave me a better view of Amer- 
ican hospitality than he. Elsewhere I 
was undoubtedly as well received. b 
it was in the homes of old friends, or 
by friends of friends, and after an in- 
vitation: here I appear suddenly in the 
hvuse of a person whom I did not 
know, who is very much occupied and 
preoccupied, and after a few moments 
he insists on keeping me with him, ana 
gives up to me almost all his time for 
two whole days. 

If it gives me a ee to see how an 
American Archbishop treats a foreign 
priest, it affords me still greater in- 
terest to observe a type of prelate that 
1 had never met on my side of the 
water. The bluff good-nature of the 
Bishop of Rochester (McQuaid), the 
charming cleverness of Archbishop Ire- 
land, the shining candor of Archbishop 
Kain, are not the predominating quali- 
ties of Archbishop Glennon. He is very 
simple, but distinction is his dominant 
trait. Very young, very tall, very 
handsome, very eloquent, he begins by 
so astonishing you, evidently without 
any intention on his own part, with 
his external gifts, that you are inclineu 
to regard these as excessively deve.- 
oped. Gradually, however, his qualities 
of mind and heart make themselves ap- 
preciated, and you yield to their charm. 
During my stay I perceived that he 
produces the same effect on everybody;

The Archbishop ta:‘kKs to me, while we 
our walk, about the pros- 
perity of the religious orders in the dio- 
of St. Louis. There are no less 
houses for the con- 
gregation of women, Of which five are 
in the city. Out of 442 priests, there are 
17i who belong to the orders, among 
them 93 Jesuits. There is only one sem- 
inary for the diocesan clergy, with 83 
students; but there are six, with 324 
students, for the congregation of men, 
the Company of Jesus possessing by 
itself alone as many as 125 young .c 
lastics. The proportion varies greatly 
in different dioceses. In consultin 
Catholic directory, I find, for example, 
in Baltimore, 192 secular priests for 204 
religionists; in New York, 628 for 226; 
in Chicago, 446 for 173; in Peoria, 146 for 
40; in St. Pauls, 220 for 38. Rochester 
counts 136 secular priests and six reli- 
gionists only. 

In everything except in_ discipline, 
which is ruled by the general law of 
the church or by the national councils 
Baltimore, the diocese of America 
differ; the resemblance, for exam- 
is not great, from a materia] point 
of view, between the opulent arch-dio- 
cese of St. Louls and the poor diocese 
of Wichita, recently founded in Kansas 
by Bishop Hennessy, a simple and 
courageous apostie whom we met on re- 
turning to the house, and with whom 
had the pleasure of finishing the 

Charged with this diocese in xs, 
cfter it was instituted, he has 
had to create everything in it. We 
remember the Bishop MacQuaid and 
Bishop Spalding had the same thin 
to do; and thus it happens that three 
out of the four bishops already met 
have been founders of their churches. 
is anything more needed to make us 
feel ourselves in a new country? 

The diocese of Wichita has had 16 
years of existence; it included 70 priests 
and 25,540 faithful; 112 churches, § hos 
pitais, 29 parish schools. Alongside of 
that is the vider diocese of Kansas 
City, which began tn 188) and stil] has 
its first bishop. Already it counts 9 
priests, 104 churches, 15 ecclesiastical 
students, 40 parish schools, 10 academies 
for yuung ladies, and 6 hospitals, with 
a Catholic population of 52,000 souls. 
This is evidently not the prosperity of 
the great docese of the east: but we 
must agree that in order to create all 
this, without any previous help, in 
counties where very often the civil life 
itself is only on the way to organiza- 
ion, there is needed no small amount 
of initiative, intelligence, and religious 
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to enter a little into the details of his 
labors, his foundations, and his pro- 
jects, his hopes and his difficulties. 
There would seem to be, from all that 
he tells me, enough obstacles to over- 
whelm any other soul than that of an 
apostle and an American. And yet how 
many French bishops, how many 
French priests, might envy the fate of 
these valiant pioneers! They have 
everything to do, no doubt, but they 
have liberty to do it; they do not feel 
their hands bound by either vexatious 
laws or suspicious prejudices, or by 
customs long since obsolete. They do 
all that is. necessary to succeed, and 
they do succeed, practicing by instinct 
and everywhere the motto of Bishop 
MacQuaid: Salus animarum lex Supr 

ma. Happy are the new countries, and 
nappy these countries which renew 
themselves! But still more happy—for 


age counts for nothing—and the coun- ! 


tries, the institutions, and the men who 
know how to place themselves, or to 
replace themselves, in the natural con- 
dition of things, to adapt themselves 
simply to facts: 

Among the Old French. 

After dinner we go to spend the even- 
ing with one of the few families of 
French origin still remaining in St. 
Louis. The Archbishop und the Bishop 
are welcomed as friends of the family, 
With the mingling of respect, familiar- 
pleasure, that I have 
never fatled to observe, during the whole 
of my journey, 
ican Catholics with their clergy. They 
wish to treat me as a compatriot, or as 
the compatriot of their ancestors: and 
so everyone begins to speak French, 
from the grandmother, whose father has 
seen the day of our domination in 
America, to the charming grandson, who 
does not need to be persuaded to fates 
rupt a very laborious Latin theme in 
our honor (I shall give him presently a 
helping hand which -will make up for 
lost time). This gracious desire of trans- 
mitting from one generation to another 
the knowledge of the muther-tongue is 
at this day the only trait waic, . 
tinguishes the Louisianians of French 
vrigin; besides it is met with, as is nat- 
ural, only in families of superior social 
position. The mixture of two cultures, 
French and American, also confers on 
them a character of distinction and en- 
ergy which renders them, it seems to 
me, decidedly superior. 

We spoke of France, and we spoke of 
Mexico, where these friends have made 
a stay of several months. New horizons 
are opened to me with regard un- 
known customs and countries. ° 

I have forgotten to Say that the 
Superior of the College of the Christian 
Brothers, having calied Arch- 
bishop Glennon, had cleverly profited 
by my presence to arrange for a visii 
oy the Archbishop to his young people. 
It was very important—was it not?— 
to give a ‘professor of the Catholic In- 
stitute Of Paris an idea of what an 
American college shotld be? We were 
set out the next day at 7:30 o'clock. | 
wished in the morning to make a visit 
to the other side of St. Louis. 1 
started without misgiving, and really at 
a tolerably early hour; but is so far 
that at the end of an hour of car travel. 
not arriving at the seemingly impossible 
address which my letter bore. I was 
obliged through prudence to retrace my 
steps in order not to miss keeping the 
engagement | had made. 

The incident has no special 
but it may impress on the reader the 
sensation of the American city. This 
almost useless excursion made me pass 
twice through the business quarter, 
with its high buildings, such as are in 
all great centers.

When I sent him the names of the 16 
men whom I had chosen as delegates to 
the convention, Mr. Bacon objected to 
one of them, saying that he was sure 
this man was not in sympathy with this 
clause referring to the President's posi- 
tiun on rate legislation. 

“Not wishing to appoint myself as 
delegate to the convention, I had my- 
self appointed immediately by the pres- 
ident of the Southern Association and 
wired Mr. Bacon, asking him if eligibil- 
ity as a delegate depended on commit- 
ment to a specific endorsement of the 
extract from the call to which he re- 
ferred in challenging eligibility of an- 
Other delegate.
